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TAX ON PRODUCTS 
MADE BY CHILDREN 
IS HELD INVALID 


Action of Supreme Court 
Removes Last Federal 
Bar to. Employment of 
Children in Industry. 


LAW HELD INVASION 
OF STATES’ RIGHTS 


Advocates of Anti-Child 
Labor Legislation Now 
See Only Remaining 
Hope in Constitutional 
Amendment. 


Washington May 15.—Any federal 
ban on child labor appears to be im- 
possible for years to come, as a re- 
sult of the supreme court’s action 
Monday in holding invalid the federal 
tax on child labor products that en- 
ter interstate commerce. 

This tax constituted the second at- 
tempt of congress to outlaw child 
labor. Previously the court held un- 
constitutional a law which directly 
probibited employment of minors in 
the manufacture of any products en- 
tering interstate commerce. 

Advocates of anti-child labor leg- 
islation fear now that the only pos- 
sible way of establishing any federal 
barrier against the employment of 


children in industry would be through 
amendment of the constitution. Such 
an amendment, it is agreed, could 
fonrths of the. states for. several 
years. 5 f 4 

Seek for Loophole. 

Nevertheless, adyocates of such 
legislation are studying the decisions 
of the court in the hope of finding 
some loophole which will enable them 
to,attempt again to establish an A 
fective prohibitory law. 

Monday’s decision, as did the 
court’s first decree several years ago, 
knocked out the anti-child labor law 
on the ground that it was an inva- 
sion of state’s rights. Many of the 
states have effective laws of their 
own in this respect. The federal leg- 
islation was directed primarily at the 
cotton mill districts of the south and 
some mining regions. 

These opinions were handed down 
on the question by the court Mon- 
day. The first dodged the question 
of the validity of the law by declar- 
ing that it was a moot question 
whether or not the act was constitu- 
tional, because the children involved 
in this particular case had become 
of age due to the long pendeney of 
the case in the supreme court. 

In the second case, the court said 
it had not been properly appealed. 
Meets Issue. 

But in the third, Chief Justice Taft 
met the question squarely, and the 
court declared the tax invalid. 

As in the case of the grain futures 
law, which the court also knocked 
out, the principle was established 
that congress has not the right to en- 
act tax measures upon any industry 
which are designed to regulate that 
industry rather than to rame revenue.

BLAMES WIFE IN NOTE 
LEFT FOR HIS PARENTS 


Mrs. Lawrence Says She 
Was About to Sue Hus- 
band for Divorce on 
Grounds of Cruelty. 


George L. Lawrence, 24-year-old 
vocational student, formerly of Kent, 
Ohio, Monday night shot himself 
through the right temple with a .32- 
caliber revolver on the front porch of 
his wife’s home at 168 Oglethorpe 
avenue, after he had fired a bullet 
into the head of his wife, Mrs. 
Gladys Lawrence, from whom he had 
been separated for two months, and 
is at the point of death at Grady 
hospital. Mrs. Lawrence, who was 
shot behind the right ear, is also at 
Grady hospital in a serious condi 
tion, thongh physicians have hopes 
of her recovery. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence were 
rushed to Grady hospital and Law- 
rence war immediately placed upon 
the operating table by physicians whe 
operated, but no hope is entertained 
kor his recovery. Mrs. Lawrence, who 
remained conscious until placed under 
anaesthetics for the operation, laid 
the cause of the double shooting to 
the fact that she had been separated, 
from ber husband and wonld not re- 
turn to bim in a statement made in 
the emergency room. 

Note to His Parents. 

In a notebook’ found in Lawrence's 
pocket by the hospital authorities was 
a note addressed ta his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. George Lawrence, 121 Hall 
street, Kent, Ohio, which contained 
a farewell and a bitter denunciation | 
of his wife. He laid all the cause 
of the shooting to misconduct of his 
wife. The note follows: 

“My home address, 121 Hall street, 
Kent, Ohio. 

To Mr. and Mrs. George Lawrencé: 

“Please send this to my people and 


tell them I want them to know 1 


love them all. Sorry I did not get to 
see you and I hope and pray you 
will forgive me for this crime. But 
it is all I could stand for people to 
come and tell me this gud that about 
my wife. 

“It got the best of me so will end 
it all now. I know the good Lord will 
forgive me for I’m not to blame for 
this crime. Gladys, that is, my wife, 
is a no good woman and I want the 
people of Atlanta to know that Mrs. 

is the cause of it all. She 
caused my wife to do what she did. 
All my clothes, I want them to be 
sent to home. I have no more to 
say other than that my heart is 
broke for I thought my wife was a 
good woman and I found out better. 

“Good-bye.

“The idea advanced by Councilman 
Nutting that a man may be willing to 
stand for election before his own ward 
but not before the whole city can not 
be suffered to set aside the weighty 
consideration on the other side. In 
fact, Mr. Nutting’s own contention 
here shows unmistakably that, good 
man as he is, he has been trapped and 
confined by the narrowness of his own 
ward-system point of view. The very 
idea of deciding a question of city 


willingness to submit to the voters of 
the city as a whole, shows that ont 
things are to be ,sacrificed to small. 
It may even be questioned whether 
such a man has any business running 
for council at all. 


“Both Interests Guarded.” 


“On the other hand, such a profound 
student of city government as Pro- 
fessor Munroe concedes that the “fail- 
ure of the general-ticket system to 
ord guarantees on these points (rep- 
resentation of special interests in each 
particular ward) has hindered its more 
extensive adoption.“ 

“Ignoring the wards is going from 
one extreme to the other—'‘jumping 
from the frying pan into the fire.’ But 
that is just what the Watkins’ charter 
does not do. It guards both the special] 
interests of each ward and also elects 
a set of men who go into council with 
the idea in their minds (and this is 
all important) that they are to do 
two things: look out for the interests 
of the whole city in matters of com- 
mon welfare (and these make up the 
major part of the duties and work 
of the council) and also to look out for 
their particular wards in all that they 
are exclusively entitled to. 

“In answer to Mr, Nutting’s ques- 
tion as to whether I am willing to give 
the other 159 counties in this state 
the right to name Fulton county’s 
members of the 1 assembly, 1 
frankly say, no; I am not any more 
than I am willing to concede to 
the state of Georgia or to the United 
Staten, the right to name our repre- 
sentative in the lower house of con- 
gress. On so large a scale, the plan 
would be undesirable... As Mr. Nut- 
ting himself correctly says, the parallel 
holds so far and no further. But I 
call attention to the fact that con- 
gress has the right to be the judge 
of the qualification of its own mem- 
bers and that guards the principle for 
which I am contending. If there were 
any way in which to make the mem- 
bers of the Georgia legislature feel 
their responsibility to the whole state 
and put a stop to that miserable and 
essentially iniquitious bargaining 
(which goes on in all legislatures, more 
or less), I would certainly vote for it. 


How te Guard Rights, 


“In a city government I can think 
of but two ways in which the rights 
and interests of the whole city could | 
be guarded. It is conceivable that 
the right which belongs to congress 
of being judge of the qualifications 
of its own members might be given 
to the council. I assume that no man 
of intelligence would urge any such 
system. The only other way I can 
think of is the plan of election by the 
city as a whole of men from each 
ward. A city is much more of a 
unit than the state. 

“I ‘must be permitted to correct 
Mr. Nutting in his inference that I 
was slurritg Atlanta, in comparison 
with other cities, as regards the death 
rate of infants. I was simply mak: 
ing a general statement which ap- 
plied in a general way to all cities. 


I do not question that our health de-

Among the minerals found in north 
Georgia mountains are gold, mica, 
feldspar, iron, iron pyrites and corun- 
dum. Gold was mined in north Geor- 
gia long before it was discovered in 
California. There are also gems such 
as sapphires, garnets and probably 
rubies found in this district. A val- 
vable mineral called monozite is found 
in this section. It is used for the 
manufacture of gas mantles. 

Beautiful Region. 

Dr. McCallie has visited the north 
Georgia mountain district numerous 
times and also has been through that 
part of the mountain system found in 
Tennessee and also the North Caro- 
lina mountains. He said Monday that 
it is simply impossible to deseribe 
the beauty of the whole region. 

“Not one man out of ten thousand 
in Georgia realizes just how pretty 
that part of the state is and when 
the whole people are given a chance 
to visit the section their amazement 
will be unbounded. The best way to 
start the development is to construct 
the highwuys system through that part 
of the state and I am highly pleased 
that the government officials are com- 
ing in person to look over the terri- 
tory. Much credit for stimulating 
this development should be given to 
The Constitution and much credit 
should be given to 8. G. McLendon, 
secretary of state. Secretary McLen- 
lon has worked with his whole heart 
and soul in development of the project 
for years, and 1 should like to see him 
receive the gratitude of the people of 
the state for the work he has accom- 
plished.”

An outline of the Choate or “com- 

posite” charter plan: 
Mayor 

A mayor elected vy the people, who 
shall hold office for four years, and 
not be eligible for re-election. 

Council. 

A council to consist of one mem- 
ber from each ward nominated by the 
choice of the people from each ward 
and elected by the voters at large in 
the genera) election, as in the present 
method. 

Couneilmen are made eligible for 
re-eleetion, and authority is given to 
increase the number of wards to 
twelve. 

Administrative Departments. 

There are to be established five gen- 
eral administrative departments as 
follows: Department of law, depart- 
ment of finance, department of pub- 
lic works, department of public safe- 
ty, department of public welfare. 

The directors, or heads, of these 
general departments, chosen for spe- 
cial qualifications fitting them for du- 
ties of their respective departments, 
are appointed by the mayor and con- 
firmed by the council. They are to 
devote their entire time to the work 
o@ their departments, and while the 
fixing of their salaries is left with 
the council, it is hoped that the com- 
pensation will be made sufficient to 
command the services of high-class 
men, They are employed for an in- 
definite period to serve until removed 
by the mayor, or by the concurrence 
of two-thirds of its members by the 
council. In the latter case it must be 
for good and sufficient cause. 

In this the committee hopes that 
it has effected, as far as is consistent 
with the principies of single executive 
responsibility, a continuity of service 
that shall be concurrent with the 
highest efficiency. 

Survey Authorized. 

The council is authorized to cause, 
immediately upon taking office under 
this charter, a survey by experts to 
be made of the various administrative 
departments and functions of the gov- 
ernment and, with such advice, to 
organize these functions into subdi- 
visions to the appropriate general de- 
partment. 

The heads or chiefs of the sub- 
divisions of the several administrative 
departments (exclusive of the depart- 
ment of law, which, strictly speaking, 
has no administrative functions), will 
be appointed by the appropriate de- 


partmental director, and these chiefs 


will employ their subordinates, sub- 
ject to approval of the director of the 
department under which they serve, 
and to provisions of the civil service: 
thus responsibility while delegated. 
ultimately reaches back to the chief 
executive. 

Great care has been given to a 
the proper 
systems of accounting, and to a con- 
tinuous audit of the books and rec- 
ords of the city which shall be en- 
tirely indenendent of any executive 
or administrative department or 
agency. 

The mavor will have a seat in coun- 
ell and may introduce ordinances but 
will have no vote except in case of 
a tie. 

The five directors of denartments 
mav attend the meetings of council 
and enter into discussion of any sub- 
ject touching their respective depart- 
ments, but will have no vote. 


Department Heads. 

The department heads will not 
function as a commission or an ad- 
ministrative entity, but provision for 
the co-ordination of their futictions is 
made in a section reading as follows: 

“Subject to suitable administrative 
ordinances which council shall here- 
after enact, the directors jointly shall 
establish and maintain regulations for 
the co- -ordination of the ‘work of and 
co-operation in the service of, the 
several departments and provisions, to 
the end that efficiency and economy 
may be secu 

Salaries of the elective officers (the 
mayor, members of council and the 
city police judge) are fixed by char- 
ter; all others by the council. 

School Board. 

The school board is reduced to five 
members to be selected at large and 
to serve for five years. Their first 
terms will be so arranged, however, 
that one vacancy occurs each year 
thereafter. All members of the pres- 
ent board are to serve out the terms 
for which they have been elected. 

Free books are to be furnished gll 
pupils, but the board will have three 
years in which to completely work 
this feature out. 

These changes are in line wtih rece 
ommendations of Dr. Engelhardt, of 
Columbia university. 

‘Library 

The library board ix . to six 
members appointed by the mayor and 
approved by the council, and their 
tenure of office is to be three years. 
Six library districts are established 
and one representative 1s appointed 
from each “district. Terms of the 
members are to be so arranged that 
two vacancies will occur each year. 

The initiative, referendum and re- 
call and the mayor’s veto power are 
retained as now in force. 

Auxiliary Bodies. 

Provision is made for auxiliary 
bodies appointed by the mayor and 
approved by the council as follows: 
Civil service commission, city plan- 
ning commission, bond ‘commission,

The present personnel of 33 council 
members is not reduced.

[HEALTH TALKS

JUST BEFORE THE WRECK. 
Uninformed people still harbor a 
notion that consumption is incurable. 
Let’s look into that. Nowadays we 
call it tuberculosis of the lungs or 
pulmonary tuberculosis. The old-time 
doctors lacked several instruments of 
precision which we have now available 
for diagnosis, including the micro- 
scope, the stethoscope and the fluoro- 
scope or Xray pictures, and so we are 
enabled to recognize or detect the dis- 
ease in its earlier stage, before the 
lung tissue is destroyed and before 
there is even great emaciation of the 
bouy: and with an earlier diagnosis | 
we are able to institute earlier treat- 
ment; and as the natural tendency in 
tunberculosis is toward spontaneous 
recovery, if the patient gets a fair 
chance, recovery is the usual thing 
nowadays in this disease. The old- 
time doctors were practically power- 
less, because they were unable to de- 
termine positively what was the mat- 
ter until the disease had progressed 
to the third stage, cavity formation 
in the lungs, and by that time the 
patient’s body was emaciated and the 
term “consumption” really applied. 
Compare the facts about lung tu- 
berculosis with the facts about cardio- 


vascular degeneration (the heart ar- 


tery wearing out which brings so 
many careless persons up suddenly 
with hardened artéries, slow heart 
muscle failure, apoplexy or Bright’s 
disease between the age: of 40 and 
&0 years). There is no such thing as 
sudden heart disease. There is no 
such thing as sudden breakdown from 
overwork or business care or domestic 
worry. No man or woman has a sud- 
den stroke of paralysis’ out of a clear 
sky. ‘That sudden fallacy is just an 
alibi. We prefer to ignore the many 
repeated warnings we have for months 
and years before the wreck. We 
like to jolly ourselves that these warn- 
ing signals merely indicate the need 
of a tonic or little nervous fatigue 
or digestive disturbance or autoin- 
toxication or weak blood or whatever 
the trend of the loudest nostrum ex- 
ploitation of the moment happens to 
suggest, and in thus jollying g@ur- 
selves we are voluntarily assuming 
the position that the old-time doc- 
tors and their patients assumed, 
namely, that the present impairment 
of health is merely a rundown condi- 
tion and calls for no particular care. 
In fact, we are rushing right past the 
signals and heading into a wreck. 

I am bound to say that we doctors 
haven’t made such tangible progress 
in the early diagnosis of cardio-vas- 
¢vlar degeneration as we have in the 
éarly diagnosis of lung tuberculosis. 
I must also confess that we are still 
in the habit of doing a great deal of 
quibbling in the early or “purely 
functional” stage of this disease. 
Thus, we find a compara vs youth- 
ful patient with an abnormally high 
blood pressure, so hich that a life 
insurance company will not grant the 
individual a policy, yet we permit the 
patient to go right along with the 
habits ‘which are hastening him on 
toward the wreck. Should we “throw 
a scare into him” about it then? Cer- 
teinly not. But as certainly the vic- 
tim should be cleadty informed that a 
signal is a signal whether it actually 
protends danger ot not. 

In the early stage of cardio-vas- 
cular degeneration the victim gen- 
erally considers himself aà pretty 
sound rerson and he is liable to drop 
the doctor who honestly diagnoses his 
condition.

DECLARES BOOKS 
PREVENT CRIME 


“The influence of books and libra- 
| fies in decreasing crime among young 
boys can be measured in mathematical 
terms,” was the statement made by 
Miss Sara C. N le, assistant sec- 
— — of the American library asso- 

tion, in a lecture to the class of the 

rnegia Library school. Miss Boglé’s 

headquarters are in Chicago and in 
her lecture on work with children in 
libraries, she told of a recent experi- 
ment that had been made in a district 
in Chicago in an effort to reduce ju- 
venile crime. A Chicago civic club 
had employed a man to organize 
work with boys in a given district. He 
worked in close co-operation with the 
branch libraries and other organiza- 
tions with the result that within a 
few months juvenile .crime in that 
district had decreased 79 per cent 
while in the rest of the city juvenile 
crime had increased 201 per cent. 

Miss Bogle pointed out the great

SIGNED BY DAVIS, 
FOUND AT CAPITOL 


A twenty-page letter signed by Jef- 
ferson Davis, president of the Con- 


federate state of America, to Jo- 
seph E. Brown, war governor, of Geor- 
gia, in which the conscription laws 
passed by the seceding states. are de- 
fined, was found Monday: at the state 
capitol by W. H. Harrison of the 
comptroller general’s office. 

The letter is dated May 29, 1862, 
and is in long hand writing and sets 
forth President David position with 
regard to the conscription law which 
was objected to by Governor’ Brown 
on the grounds that it was unconsti- 
tutional. The president contended in 
the letter that the law was constitu- 
tional because each state of the Con- 
federacy had delegated all war powers 
to the Confederacy. 

Mr. Harrison found the letter in a 
batch of private papers belonging to 
his father, the late Captain Tip Har- 
rison, who began the Confederate ros- 
ter under the conscription law in 
Georgia.

SALVATION ARMY 
CONTRACT “VOID,” 
DECLARES COURT 


In a decision handed down Monday 
the Georgia supreme court held as 


mull and void” the contract between 


the city of LaGrange, Ga., and the 


Salvation Army, by which the latter 
agreed to assume full charge of the 
city’s charitable work for a recom- 
pense of $75 per month. 

The state court held that the Salva- 
tion Army is a sectarian organization 
and the constitution of the United 
States prevents any contribution to its 
support out of the public funds of the 
state, counties or municipalities. Fur- 
ther the court maintained that al- 
though the Salvation army may be 
undenominational, nevertheless its 
teachings differ from those of Catho- 
lics, Jews and other sects and that 
fact makes the organization sectarian 
to the extent of those differences in 
its beliefs and principals. 

J. P. Bennett, of LaGrange, several 
weeks ago applied to the Troup coanty 
superior court for an injunction to pre- 
vent the city from entering into this 
contract with the Salvation army, 
claiming that it was prohibited under 
the constitution. The injunction was 
denied by Judge Roop and attorneys 


representing Mr. Bennett presented the

What are we going to do with the 
prep and high schools in athletics? 
Unless conditions in these schools are 
remedied there can be no reasonable 
hope for pure amateurism and decent 
athletics in the colleges or in other 
lines of athletics. At this time there 
is no use making accusations, Every 
one who is interested in the problems 
of amateur athletics knows that the 
source of trouble in the high schools, 
the prep schools, eren down into the 
grammar schools, is the colleges and 
the big athletite clubs. Every one 
also knows that the germ of all the 
trouble in the colleges is the alumni: 
the pernicious old grad who wants to 
make his school famous or to make 
it win. 

The cause, however, can be sup- 
pressed and will be, because the 
trend of the college athletics is all 
toward faculty control over} both ath- 
letes and coaches and the desire to 
clean athletics and keep: them clean 
is sincere at last. Which means that 
the alumni is to lose its power to 
| direct and to wreck athletics in any 
of the great schools. 

But of what good is it to clean 
college sports and leave the secondary 
schools in the same wretched con- 
dition into which they have fallen? 

The extent to which the debauchery 
and commercialism of the younger 
athletes has been carried is hardly 
known. It is safe to say that hardly 
u prep or high school in the country 
who has shown extraordinary promise 
7 any line of athletics has escaped 

. cen offer of aid in some form, 

ven of straight pay, to attend 
— great school. 

As an instance of bow the thing 
works. I know one of the big prep 
schools of the United States which 
registers close to 500 students. It is 
famous for its athletics, also famous 
for the strictness of discipline and 
the hardness of the scholastic require- 
ments. As the kids say, it is a tough 
school. Hard work is 3 to get 
through it. Unfortunately the head 
holds old-fashioned ideas of athleties. 
He seems to see nothing wrong in 
recruiting athletes who can win for 
the school—although no pay is given 
save in the form of small inducements 
and persuasions. 
LOWERS 
TONE OF ALL. 

Not far from that school is another 
privately owned, which seeks to rival 
the other in athletics, but which has 
much lower scholarships requirements. 
Whenever an athlete in the first 
school flunks out of classes he can 
go immediately to the other school 
get high standing and “incidentals. 
As a result this one school has influ- 
enced the entire scholastic standard 
of the other. The boys boast openly, 
“I don’t care if I am kicked out; I 
can go over to and get through. 1 

The number of transfers of ath- 
letes from one of these schools to the 
other in the last ten years is amaz- 
ing. The bad influence of the lax 
school is felt all through the prep 
schools for hundreds of miles. It has 
lowered the tone of all.

ORAL BETTING GIVEN 
LEGAL “O. K.” IN LA. 


New Orleans, May 15.—The oral 
system of laying bets at the local 
race tracks was given a legal “ok” 


by the state N court here today 
in a decision which upheld the conten- 
tioh of the Business Men’s Racing as- 
sociation that the oral system was 
not a violation of the Locke anti- 
gambling law. 

The decision of the higher coyrt 
today overrules the findings of Judge 
N. E. Humphries, in criminal. district 
court, that the “pencil and paper“ 
method used by the “oralizers” was a 
device in violation of the letter as well 
as the spirit of the Locke law. 

The decision, incidentally, means 


that Tom Shaw, Harry Gardner, Remy 


Dorr and Mark Boaburg need not 
serve the six months’ sentences and 
pay $500 fines imposed upon them by 
Judge Humphries in the lower court, 
following their conviction on the 
charge of violating the Locke law at 
the fair grounds track. Several dozen 
similar cases against “oralizers” at 
the track and officials of the racing 
association, instituted by District At- 
turney Robert H. Marr, will be prob- 
ably dropped, the evidence being the 
same as in the cases decided by the 
higher court today.

The condenser now discharges in a direction opposite to the first 
instance and builds up a magnetic field of opposite polarity in the 
inductance which in turn contracts and recharges the condenser to 
At each cycle, however, a certain amount of 
energy has been dissipated with the result that the amplitude of suc- 
cessive oscillations has decreased, resulting in a group of damped 
oscillations, the amount of damping depending on how gradually the 
energy has been extracted from the oscillations. 

In order to prevent interference among radio stations, the United 
States government prescribes a certain definite ratio between the 
successive amplitudes of the oscillations. The rate at which these 
amplitudes decrease is Known as the “logarithmic decrement” and in 
order to conform to the United States regulations, must not be greater 
than 0.2 for each complete cycle whcih is equivalent to a minimum 
number of 23 complete oscillations for a single spark discharge.

Portions of Act 
On Futures Held 
As Unentorceable 


Washington, May 15.—Section 4 of 
the future trading act and those parts 
of the act which are regulations af- 
fected by the so-called tax imposed by 
that section were today held unen- 
forceable by the supreme court in an 
opinion delivered by Chief Justice 
Taft, to which Justice Brandies dis- 
sented. 

The section was held unforceable 
because it was not a valid exercise 
of the taxing powers of the federal 
government in that it attempted to 
regulate transactions over which the 
federal government had no constitu- 
tional control and was an invasion of 
the police powers of the state. 

Section 4 imposed a tax of 20 cents 
a bushel upon future trades in grain 
when not made upon exchanges not 
“contract” markets, subject to fed- 
eral control, or when not made by 
actual owners of the grain, or by the 
owners or the renters of land upon 
which the grain is to be grown. 

While the decision stated that a 
number of the sections of the act 
were valid, Senator Capper, republi- 
can, Kansas, one of its authors, de- 
clared the decision “a knockout,” 
which “practically destroyed the ef- 
fectiveness of the act.” The purpose 
of the statute was primarily to regu- 
late future trading in grain so as to 
compel the larger exchanges to admit 
to membership co-operative farmers’ 
organizations. This was done by pro- 
viding that the heavy tax would be 
imposed upon such exchanges 
which did not become “contract” 
markets, requiring the exchanges to 
amend their rules and admit the 
farmers’ co-operative organizations to 
membership. 

Chief Justice Taft announced that 
injunctions against the board of trade 
of Chicago and its officers, and 
against the collector of internal reve- 
nue and the United States district at- 
torney should be granted so as to 
prevent the enforcement of section 4, 
and those parts of the act and the

FOREIGN TRADE 
SLUMPS IN APRIL, 
REPORT SHOWS 


Washington, May ~ 15.—America’s 
foreign trade slumped in April after its 
recent advances, according to reports 
issued today by thé commerce depar:- 
ment. Exports for the month aggre- 
gated $321,000,000, compared with 
$330,000,000 in March, and imports 
totaled $217,000,000, against $256,000,- 
000 the previous month. 

Exports during April were the low- 
est for any month of the currentt fiscal 
year and about $19,000,000 less than 
the same month a year ago, while im- 
ports for April were the lowest since 
February when the total was approx-

In giving out -this information to 
a large assemblage of newspaper cor- 
respondents M. Rakovsky declared 
that. in his j ent which he said 
was also the ju ent of his fellow 
celegates, unless the Russian idea of 
a real mixed commission were adopt- 
ed, instead of the double commission 
idea proposed by the powers.

M. Rakovsky emphasized that the 
soviet delegates had found absolutely 
unacceptable the proposition of the 
powers whereby no treaties of any 
sort .could be entered into with Rus- 
sia, whether political or economic in 
character, during The Hague meeting 
If persisted in, he was confident would 
provoke intense feeling throughout 
Russia against this gathering because 
the Russians would regard it as a 
kind of marked blockade against them. 

. Object to Location. 

He wanted the entire world to un- 
derstand that communistic\ Russia 
was heartily in favor of a permanent 
non-aggression pact by which nations 
would mutually engage to respect each 
other’s territorial integrity. Russia, 
he declared, sought only peace and se- 
curity and was always willing to ac- 
cord peace and security to others. 

After having disclosed that the Rus- 
sian delegates would participate in The 
Hague conference the Russian spokes- 
man said his delegation would prefer 
that the forthcoming conference be in 
some other city. There were two rea- 
sons for this—first, Holland, unlike 
Italy and some of the other powers 
had concluded no treaty with Russia 
nor even tried to do so and second, 
communications between Moscow and 
The Hague would be difficult. His 
delegation preferred Stockholm or 
Riga and added emphatically : 

“We will insist on some other city 
than The Hague.” 

The gathering to hear what M. 
Rakovsky had to say, came near to 
being somewhat dramatic. The Rus- 
sian kept the press correspondents 
waiting so long that they organized 
what some described as a soviet, others 
as a plebiscite, voting that “journal- 
istic solidarity and dignity required 
that the correspondents leave imme- 
diately.” 5 

Dramatic Ovation. 

Suddenly M. Rakovsky came dash- 
ing up the stairway; he persented his 
excuses and saved the situation. He 
explained that the delay was due to 
the fact that the entire Russian dele- 
gation had been having an important 
meeting which had just decjded what. 
the attitude of the Russian Gelegation 
would be toward The Hague meet- 
ing. . 

Rakovsky speaks fluently in French. 
Smooth shaven and handsome, sure of 
himself and loving oratory, he looks 
like an actor and so comports himeelf. 
Today he was in fine oratorical mood 
as he discoursed freely on communism 
and defended its doctrines, which he 
seemingly implicitly accepts as neces- 
sary for the salvation of the world. He 
showed also that the bolsheviki have a 
sense of humor. : 5 

„Just think of it,“ he said, this 
iden of a mixed commission is our 
idea, and yet the powers have not 
given us an opportunity to develop 
it or say what it means. We have 
at least the privilege of insisting 
upon the right of an author, though 
I don’t mean by that we intend to 
insist upon the right of property.”

When 
foreigners or foreign companies go to 
Russia. with credits to do business 
with Russian officials or Russian 
companies it will be the same thing, 
he said, as if they did it with the 
state, for in Russia the people are 
the state and the state is the people. 

“Therefore,” he added. “let the na- 
tions give their credits directly to our 
government, which will expend them 
honestly in the development of our 
national resources.” 

M. Rakovsky closed the meeting 
by reiterating that unless a single 
mixed commission was adopted the

MAJOR JOSEPH B. CUMMING. 


MAJOR CUMMING 
DIES IN AUGUSTA 


Augusta, Ga., May 15.—(Special.) 
Major Joseph B. Cumming, 87, one 
of the most prominent Georgians and 
one of the best-known attorneys in the 
south, died at the University hospital 
at 3:30 o’clock this morning. 

Major Cumming had been in declin- 
ing health for two or three months. 
Up to that time, however, he had been 
actively engaged in the practice of 
law. For fifty years he had been 
counsel for the Georgia railroad. He 
was a leader in Augusta affairs, and 
in both houses of the 


general assembly. 
President Roosevelt appointed him 


a member of the Chickamauga Park 


commission. He served under the 
confederate flag throughout the war. 
He belonged to one of the most distin- 
guished Augusta families. 

Major Cumming is survived by one 
son, former State Senator Bryan 
Cumming; and one daughter, Mrs. 
James Paul Verdery. The funeral!

Express Messenger 
Routs Eight Men 
In Train Hold-Up 


Tucson, Ariz., May 15.—With two 

well-directed bullets, Express Messen- 
ger H. Stewart early today frustrated 
a spectacular attempt by eight masked 
bandits to rob the Chicago, Rock Is- 
land and Pacific train No. 3, the 
Golden State limited, bound from Chi. 
cago to Angeles. Stewart killed 
one of the robbers, apparently wound- 
ed a second and routed the band single 
banded. 
Passengers were not molested in the 
hold-up, which was staged at 1:10 a. m. 
in an isolated spot near Gaynes, a 
flag station eight miles west of Tucson, 
The slain bandit was recognized by 
Sheriff Daniels, of Pinal county, as 
that of a Tucson poolroom habitue. 
The men wore rubber gloves. Beside 
the body was found a sack of dynamite 
with which the bandits evidently in- 
tended to blow strong-boxes in the 
mail and baggage cars. . 

A red fuse, a railroad stop signal, 
was used to halt the limited. Three 
masked men boarded the engine and a 
fourth stood guard over the passenger 
coaches. With revolvers levelled, they 
forced a tramp they discovered riding 
the “blind baggage” to assist them in 
uncoupling the mail and express cars. 
The engineer, obeying orders of the 
armed trio, rolled the cars about a 
dozen car lengths to a point where 
four other masked men were waiting 
in an automobile. 

When Conductor Madigan looked 
out of the vestibule of a passenger 
coach to ascertain what had occurréé, 
a member of the bandit gang opened 
fine: Meanwhile, Stewart, the express 
messenger, had thrown open the door 
of the baggage car. When Stewart 
saw that Madigan was in danger, he 
killed with one shot the bandit who 
had fired at the conductor. Stewart 
then wheeled and sent another bullet 
at four robbers, who were advancing 
on the bagzage and mail cars. One 
apparently hit, staggered and shouted 
his comrades, Then all seven 
turned and scurried to two automobiles 
and sped west. 0
